retary of the institute, Scot 
land’s largest teachers’ union, 
said ir had not disagreed with 
the decision to discipline the 
teacher. 

The institute, of which the 
teacher was a member, agreed 
it had ben wrong to release the 
essays to the press without Con 
sulting the school or the 
parents of the children. It was 
also concerned about the nature 
of the material in the essays. 

On allegatioos by Mr Alan 
Stewart, Conservative MP for 
Renfrewshire, East, that the 
children who wrote the 8 
had been indoctrinated 0 
teachers, Mr Polock. said: 
“There is no political indoc- 
trination going on-at the school. 
These vicws are likely to be 
the views of childrea and 
parents in the Possilpark area 
of Glasgow. 

“The feeling there is very 
strong indeed about unemploy 
ment and the state of the coun’ 
try.

Sweeping new powers aimed 
at promoting much celaser 
scrutiny of government spend- | 
ing are advocated by the Com- 
mittee of Public Aecounls 
Parliament's watchdoğ on gov 
ernment spending. 

The committee propunes the- 
most fundamental changes in 
the framework and nature of 
public audit since the office 
af Camptroller and Auditor 
General was established in 1866. 


Key recommendations made 
by the committee in its report,” 
published yzsterday after a long 
and detailed investigation, 
include the creation of a 
national! audit office to carry 
out the functions of the comp- 
troller and his department and 
a considerable extensian of the 
range of orgunizalions subject 
to audit. 

New audir laws are required 
urgently, the committee says, as 
the exisüng legislation is out 
of date. There is a need to 
make statutory provision for a 
framework of public audit to 
ensure accountability to Parlia- 
ment for the wider range of 
public expenditure. 

The committee says that 
Ministers often do not have the 
information they reasonably 
need In control their cxpendi- 
qure, That means that the cost 
effectiveness of public spending 
is often insutficiently tested. 

la many casus ir is not pO0š- 
sible to assess accurately what 
a policy change would cost and 
there is no clear way of estab. 
lishing the cost or value of 
resources being continuously 
employed . in official pro- 
grammes. 

A year ago the Government 
introduced a Green Paper, 
which tae coramittee critictzed 
for failiog to tackle the funda- 
mental questions about the need 
for saristactory accountabHity tO 
Parliament of public spending, 
of which the comptroller and 
his officials audit an estimated 
60 per cent. 

Among its recommendations 
the committee suggests that the 
proposed national audit office 
should be responsible for the 
external audir of all govern- 
ment accounts and that of local 
and health authorities. 

Jt should also be charged 
with advising Parliament on the 
efficiency Wil which publie 
money is invested in non-depart. 
mental bodies, in nationalized 
indusrmies and İn privately 
owned companies. 

That would require full access

And ir has already happened, 
since ihe reports publication, 
over the suggested Middle East 
group.

Without Italy's decision to 
accept the new Eurormissiles 
there would be no nuclear force 
being built by Nato, Italian 
support is a!sn indispensable 
for strengthening the Nato 
presence in the Mediterranean, 
hich is in itself a priority in 
ùny new Wcstern strategy for 
the Middle East. 

Italy, as a marginal country 
between East and West witch a 
powerful Comrmurınist Party am- 
higuously hesitant between 
Nato and the Soviet Union, may 
undergo powerful neutralist or 
third force temptations. If this 
were Iraly’s choice, the whole 
East-West halance of power 
would be shattered. 

There are, in my view, serious 
abjections to the “ principal! 
zproach more than 


the problem might be solzed by 
iuse adding [Italy to the other 
five. 

But there is a more general 
problem that of general policy- 
coordination between principal 
pnwers and Jlerscr powers— 
which will require further 
studies, in order to aeoid the 
canstructive suggestions bv the 
four institutes causing unwamted 
damage ta the alliance. 
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This is a time for a general 
review of political strategies and 
operational mechanisms in inter- 
uariona! affairs. The global bal- 
ance of power and the map of 
the world have undergone sub- 
stantial changes that demand a 
renewed examination of accep» 
ted truths. 

The latest such effort, already 
reported on by Richard Davy in 
this newspaper, is the joint 
teport of the principal foreign 
affairs institutes of Britain, 
France, West Germany and the 
United States. 

In reading their analysis one 
is ştruck by its similarity with 
most other reviews of the world 
situatior undertaken by experts 
aod governments in the past 
couple of years. This is a good 
thing It reveals rhe gradual 
emergence of a consensus in thea 
West. 

There is a consensus, first, in 
the assessment of those funda- 
mental changes that affect 
Westen security : the relative 
increase in Soviet militar 
power: the explosire mixture 
af Soviet weaknesses and 
a the alotosrt uncon’ 
trollable instability of the Third 
World ; and the high degree of 
Western dependence on resour- 
ces in areas no longer controlled 
by the West. 

There is also widespreud 
agreement \though with sume 
American reluctance to con- 
cede this fact) about United 
States inadequacy to guarantee 
the world balahce of power and 
Western security as it has done 
in the. past almost by itself or 
with a limited amount of allied 
support in some areas (mostly 
Europe). 

From such premises the four 
authors correctly draw the con- 


clusion rhar a new alliance 
relatioaship must come into 
being.

A Turkish 
diplomat was killed and another 
seriously injured by two gun- 
ment at lunchtime In the Rue 
Amelot, near the. Bastille. 
An auvonymous caller later 
informed .the French news 
agency in excellent French thar 


. responsibility for the killing 


was tlaimed by the Armenian 
Secret Army for the Liberation 
of Armenia. “Our struggle is 
against the fascist regime and 
will continue until the complete 
liberation of Armenian ter- 
ritories,” the caller added. 

The shooting took place when 
three members of the Turkish 
Embassy staff left their offices 
in an annexe of the embassy 
which deats with Turkish work. 
ers in France and were getting 
imvo their parked car on the 
corner of the Rue Amelor. One 
was already in the driver's sea: 
and the others were about to 
get into the car when two men 
fire with automatic 
weapons. Witnesses said that 
they fired about 10 shots. One 
of their guns was fitted with a 
silencer. 

hîr Tecelli Ari, aged 35, the 
Assistant Labour Attache of 
the embassy, collapsed on the 
sear of the car."The other“two 
artempted ro escape and one 
succeeded in takîng corer in a 
shop near by. But Mr Resat 
Morali, aged 37, the Labour 
Arteché, fell a few yards away, 
folly injured. ‘The two gun- 
mea fled on foot in the direc’ 
‘ton ‘of the Bastille Métro 
station. 

A few minutes later police 
arrested a young man at the 
station who was found to ‘be in 
possession of a revolver, But 
it was later established that the 
calibre of his weapon did not 
correspond to the rmumerols 
bullet marks found on the vehi- 
cles and its barrel was cold. He 
was not an Armenian. He was 
detained for further question- 
ing however. 

Mr Resat Morali was married 

t0 a Frenchwoman and had 
three children. He bad been in 
France for 12 years. He is tbe 
third Turkish diplomat to be 
assassinated ' in the French 
capital in the last five years by 
the same organiaztion which has 
also been responsible for bomb 
attacks against Turkish organ- 
izations in Paris. 
France accused: Theo Turkish 
Government condemned the 
assassination and said France 
had not taken necessary steps 
to prevent such attacks (AP 
reports from Ankara). 

“The attack clearly demon- 
strates the existence of a secret’ 
Armenian. terrorist organiza- 
tion ”, Mr Ilhan Evlivaoglu, ‘the 
Tourism Minister, said, He said 
the French authorities “ have 
failed ta take necessary mead- 
surès to prevent such artacks ” 
by suspected Armenian rer- 
rorists.

The institute. saîd it would

formation “ yithout perils, 


hazards or other interference ".. 


This ‘protection, howerer, mus? 
be meaniugful and not an 
excuse to exercise governmental 
control.

Easier times for garrison 


There were also opera- 
tional disadvantages. Troops

Easier times for garrison 


There were also oQpera- 
tional disadvantages. Troops

Foreign delegates, tributaries 
bur not contributors in the 
words of ore Western diplomal 
fulfilled the role expected, an 
reassured Moscow thar it was 
still the capital to which the 
world communist. movement 
looked for leadership and 
iaspiration. And those parties, 
such as the’ Iralians, who looked 
like being awkward, were simply 
not allowed to speak and had te 
be content with addressing poli- 
tical rallies on the fringe of 
the Congress. Only Mr Gordor 
McLennan, secretary of the 
small Briısh Communist Party, 
and. the only speaker from a 
so-called Eurocommunist Party, 
mentioned any disagreement 
over Afghanistan—andg then 
only Passingiy. ۶ 

„The atmosphere was as 
ritualistic as the aim. There 
was no improvisation, no inter» 
ruption, no touch of levity. Vire 
tually the only joke was made 
by Professor Anatoly Alex- 
androv, the President of the

But 
no Russian is surprised, Officials 
explained that this demon- 
strated rhe Party's full trust in 
the leadership and appreciation 
of their policies. Ordinary 
people said that the old men at 
the top, with an average age of 
nearly’ 70, had ‘no’ intention of 
relinquishing power 

Not only is there to be ıo 
change in the faces, but also 
rone in the party’s policies. The 
message President hnev 
and his gime minister, Mr 
Nikolai Tikhonor, aged 75; put 
over to tie 5,000 delegates was 
a defiant one: whatever the 
critics may say, the party's 
ideology is true and. correct, 
whatever the shortages and 
disappointments, irs economic 
strategy is right. The Party will 
süll lead the people to thar 
unGefined utopia, communism, 
but because of the machinations 
of its enemies and the world 
economic situation, this will 
take a lîirtle longer thar 
prnmised. 

The very defiance of the de- 
clarations betrays an axtreme 
sensitivity to the critics and 
carries. a note of despairing- 
determination to believe, what- 
erer the evidence. “ Socialism is 
alive and developing. And it iş 
not that we simply believe, we 
know beyond a doubt. Qur 
supreme #cal will be reached 
and comriunist sûciety will be 
built ", Flr Brezhnev declared 
The Russians have felt their 
taliefs and way of life increas- 
challenged on all fronts, 
ated reassurance. The 
sgress was held to gire 
it, publicly and lavishly. There

But it is hardly 
justified in the cass of buildings of 
ênly marzinal irtarest tocally to a 
few people, when the excessive 
costs to our hard-pressed business 
are not matched by national or local 
contributions. The excess sum jùst 
referred to is equal to our national . 
cortribution to ICCROM ‘ter tle 
next eight véars. 

Is it reasonable ro ask that there 
should be a national clearing house 
for our priorities in the field of 
cûnservation . and preservation, 
especially during the present period 
of deep recession?

Hostels for homeless 

From the Director of Church Army 
Housing and the Manager of the 
Salvation Army Housing Association 
Sir, The “dispute” between e 
Church Ae ai vate Army 0 
the Campaign for the Homelèss and 
Rootless (Report, February 27) is 
not over the £12 million the Govern. 
ment has allocated for hostels of all 
types. 

At their recent press conference 
during the Church of England's 
General Synod, the Church Army 
and Salvation Army were talking of 
the particular crisis facing many of 
their wors-our hostels for homeless 
people, and were saying that they 
needed £20 million very quickly— 
quite separate from any share of 
the £12 million already allocated— 
if another 2,500 homeiess men and 
women were not to be put ûn the 
streets, ج‎ 

Neither of the two organizations 
want to perpetuate “ large institu- 
tional hostels” in the pejorative 
sense. But the number of single 
homeless people with uowbere else 
tû go is so enormous tliat, irr spite 
of all our endeavours to produce a 
wide range of more permanent 
accommodation {which both socie- 
ties and their assnciated housing 
associations do produce) the large 
hostels will remain a necessary part 
of the available provision for some 

ears to come, The important thing 
3s that they are run well with every 
effort to sustain the dignity and 
self.respect of their residents.

Heavy fuel oil tax should be 
cut at least to the average level 
throughout Europe. The çost of 
heavy fuel oil in Britain has now 
fallen back to the same level as 
on the Continent despite the 
dury, but if French industry can 
take advantage of the cost 
advantages of nuclear and hydro 
power, it is only fair thar British 
industry should gain benefits 
frûrt the oil companies’ apparent 
ability to sel! cheaper fuel oil 
here. The motorist, perhaps, 
should provide the lost revenue 
by an increase in the duty on 
petrûl. 

The problems of the coal 
industry are being sorted out 
between the mineworkers, the 
National Coal Board and the 
Department of Energy and those 
plans should include a way of 
cutting the cost disadvantage to 
foundries resulting from sub- 
sidies to European producers. 
The most important changes, 
however, must be to the bulk 
sale of electricity, and, to a lesser 
extent, gas. It is contrary to al! 
ideas of conservation to increase 
fhe discounts for greater use, but 
industry is not, in the short term, 
in a position to cut greatly its 
consumption over and above the 
falls that have already taken 
place. The electricity and gas 
authorities should, therefore, be 
encouraged to give larger dis- 
counts, partly by spreading the 
cost amorg other customers, and 
partly by an easing of their cash

tives to carry out energy saving 
schemes should be increased.

The aùthorities disclaim respon- 
sibility for these disappearances, 
and disown the bands of thugs 
who carry out kidnappings, but 
human rights organizations— 
including Amnesty International 
—lay much of the blame at the 
doar of the regime. Of the thquse« 
ands of desaparecidos (those who 
hıave disappeared) many if not 
most are thought to be dead. 

In clamping down on humar 
rights activists, the milirary 
junta presumably hopes to stifle 
voices of dissent, and to counter- 
act brave attempts tO investigate 
the links between allegedly un- 
official crimes: and the regime. 
The authorities were greatly 
irked last November by the 
award of the Nobel Prize for 
Feace to Seior .Pérez Esquivel, 
who is ore of the mainstays of 
moral support for the embattled 
Argentine buman rights lobby.
